CONSTANTINOPLE,  April  2. 

We  have  accounts 'acre,  that  a Ruffian' 
corpv  has  croffed  the  Danube  above  ' V a Lien, 
to  join  a Servian  armyot  40,000  men. 

All  alarm  of  French  infurreiUous  among!! 
the  Janiffaries  has  fubfided.  Some  days 
bath, 'the  J anmffaries,  as  ulual,  received  their 
p >y  and  nee.  The  grand  feigoior  very  un- 
cxpcCtly  appeared  on  horfeback  at  the  dis- 
tiibution;  a me  Is  of  rice  was  prefented  to 
him  to  talie  ; be  did  fo,  alighted,  went  about 
the  barracks,  and  with  particular  ccndcfcen- 
lien  enquired  about  their  grievences  and  pro- 
inifed  thc<>  redrefs.  This  canfed  great  fur- 
prife  among  the  Janiffaries  who  unanimoufly 
cried  out,  they  demanded  nothing  hut  Ural 
t the  gr.md  feigmor  (who  was  himfclt  one  ol 
their  owil  corps)  would  not  iupprefs  it. — 
The  Sultan  affured  them  he  h id  no  fuch  de- 
fign,  but  would  only  gradually  reform  their 
abules  ; be  exhorted  them  at  the  fame  time 
to  obedience,  and  promiled  to  continue  them 
in  his  favor.  This  occafioned  a general 
lliout  of  joy,  and  they  unanimoufly  fwore 
obedience  to  the  fultan.  The  fultan  then 
wiihed  to  know  who  had  propoled  railing  an 
infurreffion  ; they  were  immediately  named 
and  by  order  of  the  grand  feignior,  200  of 
them  were  immediately  executed, 
of  the  JanilTaries  loti  his  place,  and  the  cap- 
tain Pacha,  Seid  Ally,  was  fent  into  exile 
to  Brouffa,  in  Afla.  All  this  happened  wiih 
remarkable  tranquility. 

May  4.— .We  fear  that  before  a few 
months  are  expired,  we  fliall  fee  the  Ruffians 
and  Servians  under  the  walls  of  the  city. — 
It  is  bclievcj  too, that  the  Scymens(of  new 
militia,  formed  after  the  European  manner,) 
out  of  haired  to  the  Janizaries,  who  cau- 
fed  their  difmilTal,  may  unite  with  the  ene- 
my ; however,  the  anarchy  which  prevails 
in  all  the  provinces  will  probably  caufe  the 
Ruffians  to  meet  with  little  reftftance. 

ST.  PETERSBURGH,  April  25. 

In  an  appendix  to  our  Court  Gazette 
Hands  the  following  : — 

“ After  repeated  approximations  to  peace 
with  the  Ottoman  Porte,  which  were  howe- 
ver without  effedf,  it  was  judged  expedient 
to  open  negociations  with  his  plenipotenti- 
ary, in  order  to  fettle  the  balls  of  it.  But 
juit  as  the  plenipotentiaries  had  reached  the 
delignated  fpot,  intelligence  was  received 
that  the  Porte,  contrary  to  her  engagement, 
had 
hofl 

baiTador.  This  intelligence  revealed  the 
principle  of  her  conduct,  and  her  wifli,  by 
negotiation,  to  gain  time  for  preparations  in 
order  to  carry  on  the  war. 

“ In  confequence  of  this  diCcovery,  prince- 
Proforowfkt,  commander  in  chief  of  the  ari 
my  of  Moldavia,  received  orders  to  fend  an 
exprels  to  Conftantinople,  and  announce  to 
the  Turkifli  government,  that  unlefs  the 
Eftglilh  minifter  was  difmiffed  within  twen- 
ty-four hours,  the  armiflite  fliould  be  at  an 
end,  and  hoftilities  renewed. 

“ This  propofal  was  rejefted  by  the  Porte, 
and  the  war  began  on  the  fame  day. 

“ Tire  firft  movement  was  to  dellroy  Slo- 
bodfejah,  a pod  of  importance  to  the  enemy, 
near  the  fortrefs  Guirge,  and  the  feizure  of 
the  ammunition  and  magazines  in  that  f*r- 
trels.  This  was  carried  into  eff;£l  with  the 
charaftenftic  bravery  of  Ruffians  ; and  on 
the  25th  of  March,  lieut.  gen.  Milagado- 
witfeh  fent  the  following  difpatch  to  the 
Commander  in  chief: — 

“ The  intretichments  of  the  foitrefs 
Guirge  have  been  completely  deftroyed,  not- 
withftanding  the  obftinate  reliftance  of  the 
enemy.  Two  pieces  of  cannon  were  captu- 
red, and  the  reft  fpiked. 

“ Slobadfajah  was  taken  and  deftroyed  by 
col.  Lopuchan.  The  powder  magazine  un- 
der the  Baftiaw’s  houfe,  with  an  arfenal  in 
the  houfe  were  blown  up.  From  the  maga- 
zines every  thing  poffible  was  taken  off,  and 
the  reft  deftroyed.  Twenty-feven  caonon 
of  large  cal  1 i be-r  were  fpiked.  The  enemy 
alfo  loft  32  ftandards.  The  booty  was  di- 
vided among  the  foldiery. 

**  The  enemy’s  lofa  was  confiderable,  tho’ 
it  cannot  yet  be  eftimated.  Our  lofs  has 
been  inconfiderable  ; but  m;  jor  general 
Stawizkie  was  killed  by  a cannon  ball. 

“ Colonel  Greekow  has  brought  over  ,to 
our  ftate  about  a thoufand  Turkifh  fami- 
lies. 

HAMBURGH,  May  10. 
j4  The  court  of  Denmark  has  refufed  to  ad- 
juft  her  differences  with  Sweden,  unlefs  the 
latter  will  (hut  its  ports  againft  England. — 
Sir  Samuel  Hood,  to  prevent  the  feizure  of 
Englilh  property,  prevents  all  Englifli  vcf- 
fcls  from  entering  Swedilh  ports.  Hi 
will  not  fuffer  his  officers  to  go  on  fliore 
nor  does  he  venture  himftlf.
